‘STOP MESS WITH 
DOG POOP DNA’ 


DNA testing on dogs has been put 
forward as a novel way to clamp 
down on the problem of dog mess 
in Banbury 

The idea comes after it was revealed 
no fixed penalty notices had been hand¬ 
ed out this year for dog fouling, despite 
many residents complaining that not 
enough is being done to combat the 
problem. 

At Cherwell District Council’s execu¬ 
tive meeting last week, Banbury Hard¬ 
wick councillor Nicholas Turner said 
DNA testing had worked when used by 
other councils across the UK. 

The council’s lead member for clean 
and green, Debbie Pickford, said dog 
fouling was one of the top complaints 
from residents. She told the meeting 
that education was the most important 
way of fighting the problem, and that 
officers had been carrying out both uni¬ 
form and non-uniform walks to try to 
catch offenders. 

Miss Pickford added that DNA testing 
could be one solution to look at. 

A pilot DNA scheme has been tried 
in some councils across the country, 
including the London Borough of Bark¬ 
ing and Dagenham.

Under the scheme, dog owners would 
register their canines on to a local data¬ 
base, and dog mess found would then be 
checked to see if the dog involved was 
on the system. 

But it is not clear whether signing up 
to the database would be compulsory 

A total of five fixed penalty notices 
were given out during 2014/15, with 
three the year before. 

Banbury town mayor Tony Mepham, 
also on the town council’s general ser¬ 
vices committee, said dog fouling was 
a “terrible problem.” 

He added: “We have put up as many 
dog litter bins as we can and we do 
so if people ask for them in specific 
places. The council now has the pow¬ 
ers to fine people and we are always 
looking for information about people 
who cause regular problems. 

“I think DNA testing would be a bit 
extreme, it’s a bit of a long shot. The 
most important thing is education and 
encouragement.” 

Beargarden Road resident Ian 
Nicholls has run his dog-walking 


business, Paw x Paw, for four years. He 
said: “I don’t think DNA would work, 
the people who are irresponsible own¬ 
ers are hardly likely to get their dog’s 
record put on unless it is compulsory. 

“The council should invest in more 
staff to patrol the parks and keep an eye 
out if anyone is breaking the law. 

“I see dog fouling whenever I’m in the 
park, although I wouldn’t say I have no¬ 
ticed it much more in the last year.” 

At the meeting councillors also heard 
that in a recent survey 69 per cent of 
those asked said they were satisfied 
with the district cleansing service, up 
from 67 per cent last year.

91 per cent get 
school option 

MORE than 91 per cent of youngsters in 
the county due to start primary school 
in September have been offered a place 
at their first-preference school. 

Families found out this week whether 
or not their child had been successful in 
their application for one of their three 
preferred schools. 

Out of 7,600 applicants about 6,950 
were offered their first choice and about 
7,450 - or 98 per cent - were given a place 
at one of their three preferred schools, 
with 148 families made an offer at their 
nearest alternative school. 

The first preference figure has risen by 
3.5 percentage points since last year. 

It follows warnings that families in 
parts of England would struggle to get 
their children into the schools they 
wanted. 

County council school organisation 
and planning manager Roy Leach said: 
“I’m delighted we’re once again in the 
position of being able to deliver the best 
possible news to the vast majority of 
families. 

“Effective school place planning has 
been crucial in ensuring there are 
sufficient school places in Oxfordshire, 
and that families can continue to access 
the schools they want.” 

Any family which has not received a 
first-preference offer can appeal and can 
also remain on a waiting list for their 
preferred school, in case spaces become 
available before September. 

Around 6,400 emails went out to 
families this week with the outcome of 
their application, and a formal letter 
offering a place was posted to all 
applicants.

Permission is granted for 
18th-century house to be 
converted into apartments

PLANNING permission for 12 
new apartments to be built in 
an 18th-century Gothic house 
near Banbury town centre has 
been granted. 

Work will now begin to convert 3 
West Bar Street into new homes af¬ 
ter the application was considered 
by councillors last Thursday 

The building is used for offices, 
with the ground floor forming part 
of a driving test centre. 

When converted there will be 10 
one-bedroom apartments and two 
two-bedroom apartments. 

There will also be two exten¬ 
sions, including a two-and-a-half 
storey expansion to the west side 
of the house and another two-and- 
a-half storey expansion to the east 
side. 

There will be three private gar¬ 
dens for three of the flats, while 
the rest will have a shared space to 
the rear of the building. 

Fred Blackwell, Cherwell Dis¬ 
trict Council planning committee 
chairman, warned the building 


was in “a very, very sensitive area” 
and the application needed to be 
considered carefully. 

On being told there would 36 
bins provided, councillor Alastair 
Milne Horne asked officers how 
they would ensure they were kept 
tidy and could be “reasonably ac¬ 
cessed” by residents and binmen. 

The council’s senior planning of¬ 
ficer Stuart Howden replied there 


were “concerns about the visual 
appeal of the site” but said moving 
the bins to a different place on the 
site was being considered. 

George Reynolds also pointed 
out if the property had a majority 
of one-bedroom apartments there 
would be less need to create a big¬ 
ger garden. 

He suggested instead an expand¬ 
ed seating area could be created 


for the back of the building. A to¬ 
tal of 12 parking spaces will be in¬ 
cluded at the front and side of the 
building, one for each flat. 

A previous application was sub¬ 
mitted and approved in 2008 to cre¬ 
ate 10 new apartments, but those 
plans never went ahead. 

This application, submitted 
through agents Tyack Architects, 
was put forward in January.

Eight-year-old Lucas Cox 
sounded the starting 
klaxon for the runners at 
the Woodstock stately 
home.

hospital for surgery on a deformed 
valve in his heart. 

Aged three he was given a 
pacemaker which now gives him a 
heartbeat and keeps him alive. 

After getting runners started he 
said: "I really enjoyed that, it was 
really loud." 

His dad David, 35, added: "It's a 
fantastic event, if the hospital hadn't 
diagnosed it then we wouldn't be 
here today. This year's race winner 
was children's hospital physio Sam 


Bird, who finished in 30 minutes and 
54 seconds. 

This year the Oxford Mail's OX5 
Run, sponsored by Allen Associates, 
attracted more than 1,160 sign-ups 
and it is hoped the fundraising will 
beat last year's total of more than 
£ 100 , 000 . 

Over the past two years alone the 
fun run has paid for a family room in 
Paediatric Critical Care, support for 
speech therapy and entertainment 
for youngsters.

Village vicar vows to 
support gay couples 


Rev says blessings a 
‘holy’ thing despite the 
church’s opposition

A VICAR from a village 
church near Banbury has 
caused controversy by say¬ 
ing gay couples should ex¬ 
pect society to “support and 
encourage them” as well as 
heterosexual couples. 

Father Roger Bellamy, 
from St Peter and St Paul’s 
Parish Church, King’s Sut¬ 
ton, added that although 
the Church of England was 
legally excluded from mar¬ 
rying same-sex couples he 
thought it would be a “good 
and holy thing to do” to bless 
couples. 

Father Bellamy said: “No 
one has ever asked me to but 
despite the House of Bishops 
I might be tempted to say 
yes.” 

The vicar wrote in his April 
church newsletter that peo¬ 
ple of the same sex should be 
supported by society if they 
want to get married.

And he added that limiting 
sex to marriage was “at best 
naive” and could be “damag¬ 
ing and guilt-inducing” to 
relationships. 

Father Bellamy claimed 
his words received a positive 
response from the communi¬ 
ty, and said: “I’ve had lots of 


comments from people, far 
more than I’ve had for my 
newsletter before. 

“People have come to see 
me from a wide variety of 
backgrounds. 

“There are people who go 
to the Baptist church and 
people who do not even go to 
church at all.” 

On why he decided to make 
the comments, he added: “I 
always to try to write about 
something local in one issue 
and then a wider one like 
this in the next. 

“The Church of England 
has its views but I see it as 
my role to speak the truth.” 

In the newsletter, which 
is delivered to each house 
in the village at the start of 
each month, Father Bellamy 
said it made no difference to 
relationships whether the 
two people were of the same 
sex, and that people should 
accept the wide range of pos¬ 
sible sex orientations. 

On the subject of pre-mar- 
ital sex, he added: “My view 
is that the degree of inti¬ 
macy between people should 
reflect the degree of love and 
commitment. 

“So I am not in favour of 
promiscuous relations, nor 


of adultery, but I think to say 
sex is limited to within mar¬ 
riage is at best naive and at 
worst damaging and guilt in¬ 
ducing.” 

The official Church of Eng¬ 
land stance, according to the 
church’s website, is that the 
marriage of same-sex cou¬ 
ples is banned, and that sex¬ 
ual intercourse should only 
take place within marriage. 

A letter from a Blenheim 
Rise resident in King’s Sut¬ 
ton, described the vicar’s at¬ 
titude as “deplorable.” 

It said: “[Father Roger] 
goes on and on about what he 
thinks, when he is employed 
to tell us what God thinks, no 
matter how much we might 
disagree with it. 

“His high-handed attitude 
is deplorable and this has 
alienated people who might 
otherwise have been tolerant 
or even supportive.” 

Last month the church 
announced it had raised 
£100,000 to fund repairs to 
the church spire. 

The work has now begun, 
with parishioners setting 
themselves another ambi¬ 
tious target of £100,000 for 
work to the interior of the 
church.

Fears as contract dispute leaves street lights unlit 


SERIOUS safety concerns have 
been raised after a contract 
dispute means broken 
streetlights are not being fixed 
across the county. 

The row could also see police 
unable to punish drivers 
breaking speed limits as it cannot 
enforce the law in streets where 
signs are no longer illuminated. 

SSE, the county council's former 
street lights maintenance 
contractor, used a "break clause" 
in its deal with the local authority 
on April 1,this year. 

Since then, highway bosses 
have had to implement 
emergency measures, only 
repairing the county's 59,000 
street lamps if they are left 


"dangerous", such as being 
knocked over or with electrical 
wires exposed. This includes 
about 3,600 that light up speed 
limit signs on roads. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
said the measures could be in 
place for as long as 18 months, 
but a spokesman claimed that 
was "a worst-case scenario". 

The change prompted concern 
from safety campaigner, with 
Mike Bristow, spokesman road 
safety charity Brake, saying: 
"Street lights going off in urban 
areas presents a serious 
additional risk to drivers. 

"Councils need to do all they 
can to ensure drivers can use 
road networks safely, this 


includes maintaining street 
lighting." 

Sushila Dhall, chairwoman of 
the Oxford Pedestrians 
Association, said: "It is a tricky 
situation, but street lights 
improve people's perception of 
safety and I would also have 
concerns about people walking 
being seen by cars and cyclists." 

And residents have expressed 
their worries that poorly lit 
streets could make people feel 
unsafe. Kennington Parish 
Council chairman Colin Charlett 
said the county council was not 
to blame but said the situation 
was "awful". 

He added: "I can't believe SSE 
can just pull out when the 


council has a duty - from a safety 
point of view - to make sure 
there is adequate lighting. 

"There are places where it is 
vital and so we would be very 
concerned about not being able 
to get lights fixed." 

South Hinksey Parish Council 
vice-chairman Sarah Balaam 
added: "It is dark enough in our 
village that most people carry 
torches already, and I would be 
worried about more lights going 
out." 

The contract dispute, sparked 
by a demand for rate rises 
according to a council report, 
could also delay a £13m scheme 
to modernise more than 4,000 
street lamps in the county.

SHE may have looked after 
more than 20 mayors of Ban¬ 
bury over the last quarter of 
a century, but Tricia Camp¬ 
bell insists she isn’t the type 
to have favourites.

But my 
hours have got busier and long¬ 
er, mayors have had their own 
ideas for events and they have 
become part of civic life. 

“Take the Bark in the Park dog 
show, years ago you would just 
get a dog and some people, ad¬ 
vertise, go to Spiceball Park and 


do some judging. Now there’s so 
many things to consider, evacu¬ 
ation points, toilets and more - 
you have to sort everything. 

“I worked five days a week of¬ 
ten with weekends as well. It’s a 
24/7 job.” 

Despite the hard work, the 
Banbury resident said the 
events had been what had made 
the job most worthwhile. 

She added: “I just love all the 
events because they are so di¬ 
verse. 

“One week you could be doing 
a fashion show and the next it 
could be a dog show.” 

After retiring at the end of 
March, Mrs Campbell is plan¬ 
ning to do some travelling, in¬ 
cluding a trip to New Zealand to 
visit her children. 

In January she was told she 
will be given a British Empire 
Medal (BEM) for services to lo¬ 
cal government.

Vets make urgent appeal 
for dog blood donations 


Call goes out for owners of 
canines to bring along their 
animals and help save lives

A BANBURY veterinary prac¬ 
tice has put out an urgent ap¬ 
peal for more canine owners to 
bring their dogs to give a much- 
needed blood donation. 

Hawthorne Lodge Vets in Banbury 
holds a donation session every three 
months to help save the lives of in¬ 
jured dogs. 

But the practice has said it needs 
more dog owners to come forward 
after many of their regular donors 
either retired or moved away. 

The blood collected is used to treat 
other animals that might have been 
injured and need transfusions in 
hospital. 

Amanda Tudhope, a veterinary 
nurse at Hawthorne Lodge, said: 
“The trouble is, as a dog owner you 
never know when your pet is going 
to need a blood donation. 

“If a dog is happy and fits all the 
right criteria the owner should defi¬ 
nitely think about it. 

“Usually we find the owners that 
come in donate blood themselves, 
and it follows the same principles.” 

The blood donation sessions are 
run by national charity Pet Blood 
Bank, based in Loughborough. 

Launched in 2007, the charity pro¬ 
vides a canine blood bank service 
for veterinary practices across the 
country. 

To be eligible to give blood, dogs 
must be aged between one and eight 
years old, weigh more than 25kg, 
have a “good temperament”, should 
never have travelled abroad, be up

to date with vaccinations, not be 
on any medication and be “fit and 
healthy”. 

Ms Tudhope, who has worked at 
the practice for 17 years, added: 
“The staff at the blood bank are 
lovely, they provide their own vets 
and we just host the sessions. 

“They do a full health check on 
each dog as well to make sure they 
are suitable, and won’t take any 
blood if the dog is distressed. 


“Owners can also be present if 
they like while the donation is being 
made.” 

As well as the Banbury practice, 
the blood bank also runs sessions at 
Chipping Norton Veterinary Hospi¬ 
tal. 

One of the hospital’s vets, Peter 
Kettlewell, said: “If your animal 
gets run over or is injured then this 
is the help they will need.” 

He added the hospital was looking 


for large dogs in particular, includ¬ 
ing greyhounds and lurchers, which 
have a higher red blood cell count 
than other species. 

People wanting to bring their ani¬ 
mals to give blood must book an ap¬ 
pointment. 

The next blood donation days are 
on Sunday at Chipping Norton, and 
in Banbury on Tuesday

“increasingly unwell people” are 
being turned away from support 
services because the threshold for 
accessing services has increased. 

The charities also reported seeing 
mental health professionals being 
“stretched beyond capacity”, 
resulting in high staff turnover and 
a lack of continuity of care. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire’s 
executive director Carol Moore 
stressed once people 
accessed the services 
they were very good. 

But she said many 
organisations involved 
in the outreach report 
felt people had to be 
more unwell to access 
vital support. 

She added: “In order 
to get access to services 
you have to be quite 
unwell.” 

Charities in 
Oxfordshire were 
spoken to including 
bereavement support 
charity SeeSaw, 
Terrence Higgins Trust, 
Oxford Council of 
Faiths, Oxfordshire 
Mind, Yellow 
Submarine, Crisis 
Skylight Oxford and 
Oxfordshire Sexual

Abuse and Rape Crisis Centre. 

Mental health services across the 
county are provided by Oxford 
Health NHS Foundation Trust. 

A spokeswoman said the trust was 
working with Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group to maximise 
the resources available for adults. 

She added: “Last year, the 
Oxfordshire Mental Health 
Partnership was launched, joining 
our mental health services with five 
local charities to deliver mental 
health care, housing, employment 
and wellbeing support. 

“As a result, we have improved 


both access to services and how we 
support people in their recovery” 

The report, put before 
Healthwatch Oxfordshire’s board 
last month, also found children and 
young people were having to wait 
longer to access mental health 
services. 

Ms Moore said despite Oxford 
Health recently having its young 
people’s services rated as 
“outstanding” by Care Quality 
Commission inspectors, there was 
growing demand for them. 

She added: “It’s a really difficult 
problem to address because when 
you get to them the services are 
good.” 

An Oxford Health spokeswoman 
said the trust was working hard to 
reduce waiting times in its Child 
and Adolescent Mental Health 
Services (CAMHS). 

But she stressed that children 
given an urgent referral were seen 
with seven days and emergency 
cases were given an appointment 
within 24 hours. 

She added: “Nationally, more 
young people are being referred into 
CAMHS and this picture is 
replicated in Oxfordshire. 

“The trust has put school nurses 
into every secondary school and set 
up a new service for children who 
suffer sexual abuse.”

‘Jovial’ rugby club 
man remembered

supporter who died over 
the weekend aged 69

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a “jovial” and “hard-working” 
member of Banbury Rugby 
Club who has died at the age 
of 69. 

Tim Rogers was a lifelong sup¬ 
porter of the club and spent the 
past 15 years as its honorary sec¬ 
retary. 

Growing up in Bodicote, he first 
joined as a player in the 1960s and 
competed for about two decades 
before retiring. 

He briefly moved away to North¬ 
amptonshire but returned some 
years later to start his own farm¬ 
ing company in the village. 

He joined the club’s board in 
2001, helping to save it from clo¬ 
sure after it had run into money 
issues. 

Current chairman John Col- 
grave said Mr Rogers, who passed 
away on Sunday, played an impor¬ 
tant part in the club’s survival. 

He said: “Tim saved the club from 
disaster and served us through a 
very difficult time.

“He managed to raise money 
to build the new clubhouse, he 
secured a long-term lease on the 
changing rooms and managed the 
purchase of the site. 

“We would not exist today if Tim 
had not been here. 

“He was involved in every aspect 
of the club. 

“He was a jovial and approach¬ 


able chap who always had time for 
everyone.” 

As well as being a member of the 
club, Mr Rogers - who lived with 
his wife Jessica - also played a key 
role in village life. 

Among other events, he helped 
to organise the annual duck race 
and was a long-standing member 
of Banbury Cricket Club. 

Mr Colgrave said: “He was very 
hard-working as well. 

“Not much happened in the vil¬ 
lage without Tim being involved 
in it in some way.” 

Mr Colgrave said that away from 
the village, Mr Rogers was a keen 
shooter and fisherman and often 
travelled to Scotland to practise 
those pursuits. 

Tributes to Mr Rogers were also 
paid on the rugby club’s Facebook 
page, after the news was published 
on its website. 

His daughter-in-law Karen Rog¬ 
ers posted: “He has left so many 
happy memories for us all. 

“I will miss him terribly, yester¬ 
day was such a shock, but in true 
Rogers style they pull together.” 

Banbury Hardwick district 
councillor Nicholas Turner also 
posted: “He was a true believer in 
anything was possible. Thoughts 
are so much with his family who 
must be devastated.” 

Details of his funeral have not 
yet been decided. 


Drunken cyclist 
is spared prison 

A DRUNKEN man who cycled his bike 
across railway tracks causing 28 train 
delays has been spared jail. 

Stewart Crowdy fell asleep on the train 
and missed his stop at Princes 
Risborough, ending up at Banbury 
Station on December 23 last year. 

The court heard how the 32-year-old 
was approached by station staff who 
noticed he was drunk. 

In a statement read to Oxford Crown 
Court, customer service officer Haider 
Pervaiz said Crowdy was escorted to the 
right platform, but was then spotted 
cycling his bike across the live tracks. 

When Mr Pervaiz confronted Crowdy 
back on the platform he said the drunken 
man became aggressive. 

He added: “He said something like ‘I’m 
going to mess you up’ and his behaviour 
made me feel threatened and nervous.” 

The police were called and Crowdy was 
arrested. Prosecutor Jonathan Stone said 
how by trespassing on the tracks, Crowdy 
had delayed 28 trains at a cost of £13,440 
to Network Rail. 

Crowdy, of Beechwood Way, Aston 
Clinton, Bucks, admitted common 
assault, trespassing on the railways and 
of obstructing the railways. Helen 
Warren, defending, said her client was 
“horrified” by his actions that evening. 

Judge Patrick Eccles branded Crowdy’s 
actions “monumentally stupid”, but 
handed Crowdy a nine-month prison 
sentence, suspended for a year, with a 
nine-month alcohol treatment 
requirement, 18-day rehabilitation 
activity requirement and electronically 
monitored curfew. He was also banned 
from travelling on Chiltern Railways 
services or from entering stations where 
it operates for five years and ordered to 
pay £7,000 compensation.

Four candidates get set 
for police election race

But concern grows that 
low poll turnout is not a 
big enough mandate

THE race is on for the next 
leader of Thames Valley po¬ 
lice. 

Four candidates are campaign¬ 
ing to become Police and Crime 
Commissioner on May 5 as the 
people of Oxfordshire vote on 
who should assume the position 
four years after it was created. 

The role - which has a salary 
of £85,000 - includes responsibil¬ 
ity for appointing and dismiss¬ 
ing the chief constable, setting 
and updating the priorities of 
the force and setting its budget. 

But the previous election was 
dubbed by some as the “forgot¬ 
ten election” with many resi¬ 
dents across the county knowing 
very little about the PCC posi¬ 
tion and who holds it. 

Created in 2012 by the coalition 
government, the PCC’s aim is to 
“cut crime and deliver an effec¬ 


tive and efficient police service” 
as well as being responsible for 
appointing the highest-ranked 
police officer: the chief consta¬ 
ble. 

Other responsibilities include 
setting the policing budget, how 
much taxpayers pay for the 
force and being the voice of the 
public in holding the force to ac¬ 
count. 

The inaugural position has 
been held by Conservative can¬ 
didate Anthony Stansfeld fol¬ 
lowing the first set of elections 
in November 2012. 

He is hoping to be re-elected 
for a second term, which will 
run from May 12 this year to 
May 2020. 

His competition includes La¬ 
bour candidate Laetisia Carter, 
John Howson representing Lib¬ 
eral Democrats and Lea Trainer 
running for the UK Independ¬ 
ence Party (UKIP). 

All four have started their 
campaigns for the election, at 
the same time as 41 other ar¬ 
eas across the country selecting 
their own PCC. 

Thames Valley is the largest 
non-metropolitan police force 
in England and Wales and cov¬ 
ers the counties of Berkshire, 


Buckinghamshire and Oxford¬ 
shire, serving a population of 
about 2.1 million. 

During his term, Mr Stans- 
feld’s pledges have been to cut 
the level of domestic burglary, 
tackle rural crime, safeguard 
vulnerable adults and children 
and to tackle child sex exploita¬ 
tion and anti-social behaviour. 

But Mr Stansfeld’s victory 
in 2012 was overshadowed by a 
poor turnout across the Thames 
Valley, with just 13.3 per cent of 
the 1.69m potential voters giving 
their opinion. 

In Oxford it was down to just 
10.9 per cent - a fraction of the 
29.4 per cent of people who 
voted in that year’s city council 
elections. 

Calls have been made to make 
the profile of the PCC - an elect¬ 
ed politician - larger through¬ 
out the county to increase the 
mandate. 

David Buckle, police area re¬ 
turning officer for the Thames 
Valley, said: “At the last Police 
and Crime Commissioner elec¬ 
tion, some people felt they didn’t 
know enough about the candi¬ 
dates - the Choose My PCC web¬ 
site is a good place to start this 
time.” 


Portable generators ready for power cut 


POWER cuts will no longer be such a pain thanks to a 
£100,000 worth of portable generators to be rolled 
out in Oxfordshire. 

Rapid response engineers from Southern Electric 
Power Distribution's Oxford depot have been given 
suitcase-sized generators in a bid to get customers' 
power back on more quickly during power cuts that 
affect a small number of homes. 

The new generators will mean customers can 
continue to power their lights, heating, fridge, freezer 
and cooker whilst also being able to power some non- 
essentials such as wi-fi and a television, until the 


power cut can be fixed. Mark Grace, supply 
restoration manager at Melksham depot, came up 
with the idea that has been successfully piloted in 
Melksham and will be rolled out across most of 
Oxfordshire by the end of this month. 

He said: "Investing in these new generators means 
that we can get the lights back on almost straight 
away without causing any noise disruption, and then 
come back to make our repairs the following day." 

The portable generators are light and small enough 
for a single engineer to carry and connect to a 
customer's meter within 20 minutes.

FIREFIGHTERS are urging 
the public to join them as 
they cycle 65 miles through 
Oxfordshire’s countryside 
for charity. 

The team of 16 will take a cir¬ 
cular route on Sunday, May 22, 
starting from their Kidlington 
headquarters off Sterling Road 
and going via Wootton, Bloxham 
and Banbury, as well as Syresh- 
am in Northamptonshire, Buck¬ 
ingham and Ambrosden. 

It will be part of the 1,006-mile 
ride they are due to start on Fri¬ 
day, May 13, from John O’Groats 
to Land’s End. 

They hope to raise £100,000 for 
The Fire Fighters Charity and 
boost awareness about healthy 
living, led by chief fire officer 
Dave Etheridge who is taking it 
on as his ‘chief’s challenge’. 

So far almost £30,000 has been 
received in donations. 

Mr Etheridge said: “The ride 
from John O’Groats to Land’s 
End is going to be the toughest 
physical challenge I have ever 


done but I am really looking for¬ 
ward to it. 

“As well as training in their 
own time, the team have worked 
hard towards raising money for 
the firefighters’ charity 

“When we arrive in Oxford¬ 
shire on our way to Land’s End it 
will be our privilege to welcome 
other cyclists to spend a day rid¬ 
ing with us. 

“It will be a wonderful day and 
those who join us will be part 
of the history of the service in 
terms of this challenge.” 

Riding from John O’Groats 
with a support team of four, the 
firefighters expect to take 14 days 
to get to Land’s End. 

They will average about 80 
miles a day and stop at eight oth¬ 


er fire and rescue service HQs 
along the way, including those in 
Scotland, Cumbria, Lancashire, 
Staffordshire, Worcestershire, 
Wiltshire, Devon & Somerset and 
finally Cornwall. 

Slade Park and Bicester fire¬ 
fighter Pete McKay, who previ¬ 
ously completed the challenge 
and will this time be one of four 
support riders, said: “By the 
time the team get to Oxfordshire 
they will be about two-thirds of 
the way through, with about five 
days to go.

Director Liz Riley on Agatha 
Christie thriller The Hollow 
I BECAME an Agatha Christie fan 
at quite a young age, as these were 
the books I progressed on to when 
I grew out of Enid Blyton. 

I particularly loved the Miss 
Marple mysteries and enjoyed 
Christie's ability to weave a mystery 
and keep the reader guessing. 

I've recently read a couple of 
biographies in which it is revealed 
that Christie actually preferred 
writing plays to novels. She loved 
the theatre and all the associated 
people, actors, directors and 
backstage crew, and adored 
working on her productions. 

In 1990, my husband and I 
appeared in a production of The 
Hollow and I was fascinated by 
the story. Adapted from her novel 
of the same name, she decided to 
remove Hercule Poirot (who she 
apparently felt ruined the book!) 
from the stage adaptation and 
replace him with a police inspector. 

When I was offered the chance to 
direct The Hollow for Banbury Cross 
Players, I decided to set it in the 
glamorous 1930s. 

This era, for me, really reflects 
the storyline of the play with its 
Hollywood starlet, polite society.

doctor. 

I was excited at the prospect 
of rehearsals - looking forward 
to everyone working on their cut 
glass English accents and gathering 
together the glamorous costume 
and set design for the production. 

There has been real progress and 
it is encouraging to welcome two 
new actors and a new member of 
the backstage crew. 

Although the play has a large 
cast - 12 in total (six men and six 
women), there is a good mix of 
roles. Christie has proved popular 
for BCP in the past and I would 
encourage any society to consider 
this play if they are looking for 
something to bring in an audience.

We are fortunate in Banbury to 
have the wonderful National Trust 
property, Upton House, on our 
doorstep and we were delighted 
when they agreed to BCP doing a 
photoshoot at the house.

Action/Thriller. Idris Elba, 
Richard Madden, Charlotte Le 
Bon, Kelly Reilly, Jose Garcia, 
Thierry Godard, Eriq Ebouaney.

A SMALL-TIME criminal is in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time in director James Watkins’ 
explosive thriller, with Idris 
Elba leading the action. 

Shot on location in London and 
Paris, Bastille Day boasts a 
thrilling rooftop chase 
performed by the actors rather 
than stunt doubles. Elba is a 
surly, muscular presence at the 
centre of every action sequence. 

Expert pickpocket Michael 
Mason (Madden) steals 
passports, accessories and 
smartphones at major tourist 
hotspots like the Sacre-Coeur at 
Montmartre to fulfil orders for 
middleman Baba (Ebouaney). 

During a scouting mission, 
Michael spies a young activist, 
Zoe Naville (Le Bon), in a state 
of distress. 

She isn’t paying attention to 
her shopping bag, so Michael 
expertly swipes it when her back 
is turned. He takes the valuables 
and casually discards the bag, 
unaware that a bomb is buried 
inside. 

The device detonates, killing 
innocent bystanders, and 
Michael is unwittingly 
condemned a terrorist by CCTV 
footage. 

Rogue US operative Sean Briar 
(Elba), who is assigned to the 
CIA station in Paris under 
Karen Dacre (Reilly), vows to 
apprehend Michael before an 
elite French SWAT team led by 
Rafi (Godard). 

A game of cat and mouse 
between Briar, Michael and Rafi 
plays out around the 
arrondissements. 

Meanwhile, the real bombers 


plan their next move, creating a 
public relations nightmare for 
the embattled French minister 
of homeland security, Victor 
Gamieux (Garcia). 

Bastille Day was originally 
scheduled to open in February, 
but the film’s release date was, 
understandably, pushed back 
two months in the aftermath of 
the terror attacks in the French 
capital. 

Opening scenes of the bomb 
blast outside a metro station in a 
bustling square are chilling 
without seeming gratuitous. 

Elba effortlessly copes with 
the physicality of his role, but 
Madden is a tepid sidekick, and 
Le Bon is completely 
superfluous. 

There are undeniable 
pleasures here - including an 
occasionally hilarious verbal 
exchange - but they are scant 
and slight.

PROTEGEE. Pioneer. Heroin 
addict. That there were many 
shades to musician Miles Davis’ 
life is a given. 

But what’s not, is that a 
memorable life lived means a 
memorable biopic made. 

Happily then, Hotel Rwanda 
and Boogie Nights actor Don 
Cheadle does a sterling job - or 
numerous jobs - as the co-writer, 
leading man and co-producer in 
Miles Ahead, his directorial 
debut about the late jazz 
trumpeter’s 65 years. 

Like Davis’ music and the 
mythology surrounding him, 
Miles Ahead follows its own 
rules, swerving the standard 


cradle-to-grave structure and 
instead offering up an elegant 
snapshot of Davis’ life in the late 
70s, five years on from the 
musician’s self-induced exit 
from public life. 

Told through flashbacks, 
which are more free flowing 
than formulaic, and sharp 
performances, Miles Ahead is a 
stylish and instructive sideways 
glance at the late legend’s life, 
that like all good things, leaves 
you wanting more.

Outlander plugs 
into a better ride

IF your daily commute is 
under 30 miles, theoretically 
you might never have to put 
a drop of fuel into Mitsubi¬ 
shi’s Outlander PHEV 

Since its introduction two 
years ago, it has become the 
UK’s best-selling plug-in vehi¬ 
cle, thanks to its combination of 
electric and petrol power which 
removes the ‘range anxiety’ as¬ 
sociated with pure electric cars. 

Now the fuel economy has 
been improved, C02 emissions 
are down even lower and a series 
of tweaks have improved both 
the comfort and ride. 

A key selling point of the Out¬ 
lander PHEV, which is priced the 
same as the diesel model, is that 
it can travel for about 30 miles 
in pure electric vehicle mode 
and its low emissions attract a 
Benefit in Kind tax rate of just 
5 per cent. There is also no vehi¬ 
cle duty to pay, it is exempt from 
the London congestion charge as 
well and, thanks to its fuel tank, 
can cover more than 500 miles. 

The lithium battery can be 
charged with a standard domes¬ 
tic socket in five hours, while a 
dedicated electric car charger 
reduces this to three-and-a-half 
hours and a full charge on a 
standard electricity tariff will 


cost between £1 and £1.50. Use 
a public rapid charger and you 
will get an 80 per cent charge in 
just 30 minutes. 

When you’re not driving in 
pure electric mode, the PHEV 
runs in one of two driving 
modes. In series hybrid mode, 
the petrol engine acts as a gen¬ 
erator supplying the electric 
motors with power, while in 
parallel hybrid mode, the engine 
provides most of the driving 
power, with assistance from the 
electric motors when needed 
But the extra weight of the 
electric technology makes this 
a heavy car, so if you do lots of 
miles running on the 2.0-litre 
petrol engine, you are more like¬ 
ly to average about 50mpg.
